Epistles  and  proper  Gospels  for  that  mass  shall  not  have  been 
omitted,  then  if  there  shall  be  a day  vacant,  the  mass  I am 
the  salvation  of  the  people  is  to  be  sung.  But  if  the  proper

In  the  mass  I am  the  salvation  of  the  people,  and  in  the 
mass  of  the  holy  cross,1  the  ferial  chant  is  always  employed  for 
Kyrie,  Sanctus,  and  Agnus. 

Note  also,  that  throughout  the  whole  of  the  time  aforesaid, 
when  the  Sunday  mass  shall  have  been  sung  on  the  Sunday,  or 
the  monday , and  the  tuesday  shall  be  unoccupied,  the  mass 
I am  the  salvation  of  the  people  is  always  to  be  said  on  the 
tuesday  itself;  and  if  the  tuesday  is  not  unoccupied,  then  it  is 
to  be  sung  on  some  other  ferial  day  in  that  week  which  shall 
be  unoccupied  and  available  for  the  purpose. 

It  is  to  be  recognized  that  it  lies  with  the  precentor  to  decide 
at  what  time  and  on  which  weekday  the  mass  I am  the  salva- 
tion of  the  people  can  most  conveniently  be  said.  When, 
however,  it  is  said,  then  no  memorial  of  Sunday,  nor  of  any 
mass  of  a feast  of  three  lessons , is  said,  except  in  advent. 

The  mass  I am  the  salvation  of  the  people  is  to  be  said 
once  in  every  week,  except  in  Lent , or  unless  some  feast  interfere 
with  it,  or  an  octave  with  ruling  of  the  quire;  and  except 
within  Christmas-tide , and  Easter  week,  and  Whitsun  week.

And  every 
priest  who  shall  devoutly  celebrate  this  office  Jive  times  for 
himself  or  for  another  sick  person , shall  receive  health  and 
grace y and  shall  hereafter  possess  life  etemaly  if  he  persevere  in 
good.  And  in  whatsoever  tribulation  a man  shall  find  himself 
in  this  worldy  if  he  shall  have  procured  this  office  to  be  said 
jive  times  by  a priest  for  himself y without  doubt  he  shall  be 
delivered  from  it.  And  if  it  be  said  on  behalf  of  the  soul  of 
a deceased  person y directly  after  it  has  been  said  completely , that 
is  to  say , five  times , that  soul  shall  be  freed  from  punishment

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MASSES  OF  THE  BLESSED  VIRGIN  MARY 

On  Saturday  a mass  of  the  blessed  Virgin  is  celebrated : and 
this  is  how  the  Saturday  mass  in  honour  of  the  blessed  Virgin 
originated.  In  a certain  church  at  Constantinople  there  was 
an  image  of  the  blessed  Virgin , before  which  hung  a veil,  which 
concealed  the  whole  image ; but  on  friday,  after  vespers,  this 
veil  receded  from  the  image,  without  any  one  moving  it,  solely 
by  a miracle  of  God,  as  tf  it  were  taken  up  into  heaven,  so 
that  the  image  could  be  completely  seen.  After  the  celebration 
of  vespers  on  Saturday  the  veil  descended  before  the  same  image, 
and  remained  there  until  the  friday  following.  It  was  the 
sight  of  this  miracle  which  led  to  it  being  enacted  that  a 
mass  of  the  blessed  Virgin  should  always  be  celebrated  on 
Saturday. 

Another  reason  also  is,  because  when  the  Lord  was  crucified 
and  died,  and  when  the  disciples  fled  in  despair  of  a resurrec- 
tion, a full  faith  remained  in  her  alone.  For  she  knew  that  she 
had  borne  him  without  labour,  and  brought  him  forth  without 
sorrow,  and  therefore  was  certain  that  he  was  the  Son  of  God, 
and  that  he  was  due  to  rise  on  the  third  day  from  the  dead. 
And  this  is  the  reason  why  Saturday  is  appropriated  rather  than 
any  other  day  to  the  blessed  Mary. 

A third  reason  is  because  Saturday  is  a door  and  entrance  to 
Sunday : but  Sunday  is  a day  of  rest,  and  signifies  eternal  life. 
Hence,  when  we  are  in  the  grace  of  our  lady,  we  are  as  it 
were  in  the  door  of  paradise.  Therefore,  because  she  is  to  us 
the  gate  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  which  is  signified  by 
Sunday,  we  solemnize  her  mass  on  Saturday , which  precedes 
Sunday. 

A fourth  reason  is  that  the  solemnity  of  the  mother  should  be 
attached  continuously  to  the  solemnity  of  the  Son. 

A fifth  reason  is  that  there  should  be  a more  festive  celebra- 
tion of  the  day  on  which  God  rested  from  all  his  works.

Regulations  for  the  daily  mass  of  the  blessed  Virgin,  which 
is  called , “Hail,  [holy  mother.]”1 

When  the  bell  has  sounded  for  the  mass  of  the  blessed  Mary , 
the  clerks  shall  assemble  who  have  been  assigned  for  that 
purpose  throughout  the  week.  They  shall  first  recite  the  Hours 
of  the  blessed  Virgin  in  her  chapel , viz.,  prime , terce,  sext,  and 
none,  and  then  solemnly  celebrate  mass.  There  shall  be  this 
addition , that  the  Angelic  Salutation , that  is  to  say.  Hail, 
Mary,  etc.,  is  to  be  said  at  the  commencement  of  each  hour,  a 
genuflection  being  made  in  silence. 

At  the  daily  mass  of  blessed  Mary,  a deacon  and  sub-deacon 
shall  assist  the  priest,  ministering  to  him  in  dalmatics  and 
tunicles,  on  every  double  feast  throughout  the  year,  and  through- 
out the  octaves  of  Christmas,  Easter,  and  Whitsunday,  on 
Saturdays,  and  on  Sundays,  and  on  all  feasts  which  have  a 
triple  Invitatory.  On  all  these  occasions  Alleluya  shall  be 
sung  by  two  persons  of  superior  rank  in  surplices;  on  other 
occasions  by  clerks  of  inferior  rank,  vested  always  in  the  same 
way.  A solemn  mass  of  the  blessed  Virgin  is  also  celebrated 
every  day  throughout  the  year  in  her  chapel,  except  on  the  two 
days  next  before  Easter. 


Mass  of  the  blessed  Virgin  to  be  said  daily  in  the  \Lady\chapel , 
and  in  the  quire,  in  Advent,  when  there  is  high  service, 
except  on  the  feast  of  her  Conception .2

At  the  daily  mass  of  St.  Maty , in  her  chapel,  on  every  day 
throughout  the  year , except  on  the  two  days  before  Easter , viz., 
on  all  simple1  feasts,  whether  the  quire  service  be  the  proper  of 
season,  or  the  proper  of  saints,  one  Kyrie  is  to  be  said  out  of 
the  following,  without  its  verses,  that  is  to  say,  O Lord,  King 
resplendent,  etc.,1  O Lord,  Fountain  of  goodness  etc. 
One  of  the  same  two  kyries  is  said,  likewise,  on  all  Sundays, 
without  its  verses,  or  the  following,  viz.,  O Lord,  King, 
father,  etc. ; on  monday,  O King,  merciful  etc. ; on  tuesday, 
O Lord,  maker  etc. ; on  Wednesday,  O Lord,  almighty 
Father,  etc. ; on  thursday,  O Lord,  maker  of  the  world  etc.; 
on  friday,  O Lord,  light  and  source  etc. ; on  Saturday, 
O Lord,  almighty  etc.

From  heaven  Gabriel  was  sent, 
the  messenger  intelligent, 
to  speak  in  accents  reverent 
with  Mary,  blessed  maid ;

Collect. 

Kindle,  O Lord,  our  reins  and  our  hearts  with  the  fire 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  we  may  serve  thee  with  a chaste 
body,  and  please  thee  with  a pure  mind.  Through  etc. 

Secret. 

Burst  asunder,  O Lord,  by  the  fire  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
the  chains  of  our  sins ; and  that  we  may  be  able  to  offer 
unto  thee  the  sacrifice  of  praise  with  perfect  freedom  and 
a pure  mind,  restore  that  which  thou  didst  formerly 
bestow  upon  us,  and  save  us  by  pardon  whom  thou  hast 
vouchsafed  to  save  by  grace.

We  offer  unto  thee,  O Lord  God,  these  oblations  for 
our  salvation ; beseeching  thee  that  thou  wouldest  vouch- 
safe to  enlighten  our  souls  with  the  grace  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  that  so  by  thy  mercy  we  may  be  freed  from  bad 
thoughts.  Through  etc. 
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Postcommunion. 

Cleanse  our  hearts,  we  beseech  thee,  O Lord,  from  all 
temptations,  through  this  sacrifice  which  we  have  offered 
unto  thy  majesty ; that  we  may  be  made  worthy  of  the 
grace  of  the  Holy  Ghost.

For  Petition  for  Tears. 

Collect. 

Almighty  and  merciful  God,  who  for  thy  thirsting 
people  didst  bring  a spring  of  living  water  out  of  the 
rock;  draw  forth  tears  of  compunction  from  our  hard 
hearts,  that  we  may  be  able  to  bewail  our  sins,  and  that 
we  may  be  found  worthy  to  obtain  pardon  for  them 
through  thy  mercy.  Through  etc. 

Secret. 

Mercifully  regard,  O Lord,  this  oblation  which  we  offer 
to  thy  majesty  for  our  sins;  and  draw  from  our  eyes 
plenteous  floods  of  tears,  whereby  we  may  be  able  to 
quench  the  fiery  flames  which  we  deserve.  Through  etc. 

Post communion. 

Having  been  fed  with  thy  body  and  blood,  O Lord, 
we  beseech  thee  alway  freely  to  bestow  upon  us  compunc- 
tion of  heart  and  sorrow  for  our  sins,  and  floods  of  tears ;

We  beseech  thee,  O Lord,  favourably  to  hear  our 
prayers,  and  of  thine  accustomed  mercy  defer  not  speedily 
to  accomplish  that  which  we  ask  concerning  the  enemies 
and  plunderers  of  thy  holy  Church.

For  Travellers  bv  Sea. 

Collect. 

O God,  who  didst  bring  our  parents  through  the  red 
sea,  and  bear  them  through  the  great  waters,  we  sing 
praise  to  thy  name,  and  humbly  beseech  thee,  that  thou 
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wouldest  vouchsafe  to  turn  away  all  adversities  from  thy 
servants  travelling  by  sea,  and  to  bring  them  unto  the 
haven  where  they  would  be.  Through  etc. 

Secret. 

Receive,  we  beseech  thee,  O Lord,  the  prayers  and 
oblations  of  thy  people ; and  graciously  defend  from  all 
adversities,  thy  servants  who  are  travelling  by  water  in  thy 
name.  Through,  etc.

Having  been  sanctified  by  the  divine  mystery,  we 
humbly  beseech  thy  majesty,  O Lord,  that  through  the 
wood  of  the  holy  cross  thou  wouldest  mercifully  protect 
thy  servants  travelling  by  sea,  who  trust  in  thee,  from  all 
dangers.

0 God,  who  hast  granted  to  thy  most  holy  virgins 
Katherine  and  Margaret,  the  palm  of  martyrdom,  and  to 
the  most  blessed  Mary  Magdalene  pardon  of  her  sins ; 
mercifully  grant  unto  us  that,  through  the  intervention 
of  their  merits  and  prayers  we  may  be  found  worthy  to 
be  decorated  with  the  grace  of  chastity,  and  to  be  absolved 
from  the  bonds  of  our  sins.  Through  etc. 

Secret. 

May  this  gift  which  we  offer  be  acceptable  to  thee,  O 
Lord ; and  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  minister  worthily 
unto  thee  let  the  holy  virgins  Katherine  and  Margaret

of  the  Egyptians,  so  deliver  thy  Christian  people  from  the 
oppression  of  the  pagans,  and  give  victory  unto  thy  ser- 
vants, that  the  estate  of  thy  Church  may  be  raised  on  high, 
and  the  infidels  cast  down  to  hell  through  faith ; so  that 
Christians  may  rejoice  in  thine  inheritance,  and  that  the 
Catholic  Church  may  ever  give  thanks  for  the  protection 
of  thy  right  hand  in  all  things.

Grant,  we  beseech  thee,  almighty  God,  that  we  who 
celebrate  with  due  veneration  and  praise  the  memory  of 
the  incarnation,  nativity,  passion,  resurrection,  and  ascen- 
sion of  thy  Son,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  of  the  coming 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  may  ourselves  by  the  grace  of  the 
same  Holy  Ghost,  rise  again  from  the  death  of  the  soul, 
and  for  ever  live  in  thy  holiness.

Grant  unto  us,  eternal  Saviour,  that  through  this  gift 
we  may  receive  the  pardon  of  our  sins,  and  avoid  such 
sins  hereafter.  Through  etc. 

A Memory  of  the  Resurrection , in  Easter-tide. 

Collect. 

O God,  who  through  thy  Only-begotten  one  hast  over- 
come death,  and  opened  unto  us  the  gate  of  everlasting 
life;  as  by  thy  special  grace  thou ‘dost  put  into  our  minds 
good  desires,  so  by  thy  continual  help  bring  the  same  to 
good  effect.

Receive,  we  beseech  thee,  O Lord,  the  prayers  and 
oblations  of  thy  people ; that  being  consecrated  in  these 
paschal  mysteries,  they  may  by  thy  assistance  avail  to  our 
eternal  healing.

so  that  while  we  commemorate  their  merits  we  may  be 
conscious  of  their  assistance.

Secret. 

Graciously  receive,  O Lord,  the  gifts  which  we  offer ; 
and  through  the  intercession  of  Mary,  the  blessed,  and 
glorious,  and  ever  virgin  mother  of  God,  together  with  all 
thy  saints,  defend  us  from  every  danger.  Through  etc. 

Post communion. 

We  have  received,  O Lord,  this  heavenly  sacrament, 
celebrating  the  memory  of  the  blessed  mother  of  God,  the 
ever  virgin  Mary,  and  of  all  thy  saints ; grant,  we  beseech 
thee,  that  assisted  by  their  prayers,  what  we  now  do  in 
this  transitory  life,  we  may  fulfil  in  joy  everlasting.

For  the  Church  universal. 

Collect. 

Mercifully  receive,  O Lord,  the  prayers  of  thy  Church  ; 
that  being  delivered  from  all  adversities  and  errors,  it  may 
serve  thee  in  perfect  liberty.  Through  etc. 

Secret. 

Protect  us,  O Lord,  we  beseech  thee,  as  we  wait  upon 
thy  mysteries;  that  adhering  to  things  divine  we  may 
serve  thee  both  in  body  and  soul.  Through  etc. 

Post communion. 

We  beseech  thee,  O Lord  our  God,  that  thou  wilt  not 
suffer  those  whom  thou  makest  to  rejoice  as  partakers  of 
thy  divine  gifts,  to  be  subject  to  any  human  peril. 
Through  etc. 
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For  Peace. 

Collect. 

O God,  from  whom  all  holy  desires,  all  good  counsels, 
and  all  just  works  do  proceed ; give  unto  thy  servants 
that  peace  which  the  world  cannot  give;  that  both  our 
hearts  may  be  set  to  obey  thy  commandments,  and  also 
that  by  thee  we  being  defended  from  the  fear  of  our 
enemies,  may  pass  our  time  in  rest  and  quietness.1

ORDER  OF  MATRIMONY. 

The  question  is  asked  when  matrimony  can  be  solemnized. 
In  the  first  place,  matrimonial  union  is  not  to  take  place  before 
the  benediction  has  been  pronounced  over  the  parties  marrying, 
nor  on  solemn  feasts ; and  this  is  the  reason  why  the  solemniza- 
tion of  matrimony  is  prohibited  at  certain  seasons;  yet  not 
engagement : nevertheless , if  the  marriage  is  then  solemnized , 
it  would  not  thereby  become  invalid.  Thus  note  is  to  be  made  of 
the  seasons  in  which  it  is  not  lawful  to  solemnize  matrimony. 
Hence  the  verse : 

‘ Aspiciens,  veterem,  circum,  qua,  quis,  benedicta.’ 

Aspiciens1:  that  is  to  say,  people  must  abstain  from

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marriage  from  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent  onward  till 
Veterem  hominem,1  that  is  to  say,  the  octave  after  the  feast 
of  the  Epiphany , inclusive . Secondly , from  Circumdederunt,2 

that  is  to  say,  from  Septuagesima  onward  to  Quasi  modo 
geniti,3 4  that  is,  to  the  octave  of  Easter-day  inclusive , that  is, 
until  the  day  following  the  octave,  which  is  called  Low  Sunday* 
Thirdly,  from  the  monday  in  Rogation  week , on  which  day  the 
Gospel  Quis  vestrum5  is  read,  and  onward  until  Benedicta,6 7 
after  the  octave  of  Whitsunday1  inclusive,  that  is,  until  the  day 
after  Trinity  Sunday . See  the  chapter  entitled  “ Capellanus,” 
under  the  heading  c De  feriis,'  in  Hostiensis .8  At  other  times 
of  the  year  matrimony  can  lawfully  be  solemnised . See  xxxii. 
queest.  iv.  cap . Non  oportet,  ii.  and  Hi,,  glossa  extra,  de  feriis. 
Chap.  “ Capellanus  ” in  the  gloss  of  Hostiensis,  in  book  iv.  of 
the  Sentences  dist.  xxxii.  last  chap. 


Form  of  Solemnization  of  Matrimony.9 

The  man  and  the  woman  are  to  be  placed  before  the  door 
of  the  church,  or  in  the  face  of  the  church,  in  the  presence  of 
God,  and  the  priest,  and  the  people.  The  man  should  stand  on 
the  right  hand  of  the  woman,  and  the  woman  on  the  left  hand 
of  the  man,  the  reason  being  that  she  was  formed  out  of  a rib 
in  the  left  side  of  Adam.  Then  shall  the  priest  ask  the  banns,

ing of  all. 

Brethren,  we  are  gathered  together  here,  in  the  sight  of 
God,  and  his  angels,  and  all  the  saints,  and  in  the  race  of 
the  Church,  to  join  together  two  bodies,  to  wit,  those  of 
this  man  and  this  woman,

The  same  charge  shall  be  made  to  the  man  and  woman ; so 
that  if  aught  hath  been  done  by  them  secretly , or  if  they  have 
made  any  vow,  or  know  aught  in  any  way  concerning  them- 
selves, why  they  may  not  lawfully  contract  matrimony,  they  may 
then  confess  it.  If  anyone  shall  wish  to  allege  any  impediment, 
and  shall  give  security  for  proving  it,  the  marriage  must  be 
deferred  until  the  truth  of  the  matter  be  ascertained.  If  how- 
ever, no  impediment  be  alleged,  the  priest  is  to  enquire  about 
the  dower  of  the  woman.  The  priest  shall  not  betroth,  or 
consent  to  a betrothal  between  a man  and  woman,  before  the 
third  publication  of  banns.  Banns  ought  to  be  asked  on  three 
distinct  holy  days,  so  that  at  least  one  week-day  intervene 
between  each  of  such  holy  days.  After  this,  the  priest  shall 
say  to  the  man,  in  the  audience  of  all,  in  the  vulgar  tongue , 

N.  wilt  thou  have  this  woman  to  thy  wedded  wife,  wilt 
thou  love  her,  and  honour  her,  Keep  her  and  guard  her,

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in  health  and  in  sickness,  as  a husband  should  a wife,  and 
forsaking  all  others  on  account  of  her,  keep  thee  only 
unto  her,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live  ? 

The  man  shall  answer , I will. 

Then  shall  the  priest  say  unto  the  woman , 

N.  wilt  thou  take  this  man  to  thy  wedded  husband, 
wilt  thou  obey  him,  and  serve  him,  love,  honour,  and 
keep  him,  in  health  and  sickness,  as  a wife  should  a 
husband,  and  forsaking  all  others  on  account  of  him,  keep 
thee  only  unto  him,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live  ? 

The  woman  shall  answer , I will.

sentence  of  the  deluge,  look  graciously,  we  beseech  thee, 
on  this  thy  handmaiden,  who  now  to  be  joined  in  wedlock, 
seeketh  to  be  guarded  by  thy  protection.  May  the  yoke 
of  love  and  peace  be  upon  her ; may  she  be  a faithful  and 
chaste  wife  in  Christ,  and  abide  a follower  of  holy  matrons. 
May  she  be  amiable  to  her  husband  as  Rachel,  wise  as 
Rebecca,  long-lived  and  faithful  as  Sara.  Let  not  the 
father  of  lies  get  any  advantage  over  her  through  her 
doings ; bound  to  thy  faith  and  thy  commandments  may 
she  remain  united  to  one  man ; may  she  flee  all  unlawful 
unions ; may  she  fortify  her  weakness  with  the  strength 
of  discipline.  May  she  be  bashful  and  grave,  reverential 
and  modest,  well-instructed  in  heavenly  doctrine.  May 
she  be  fruitful  in  child-bearing,  innocent  and  of  good

Be  it  noted  that  this  clause  in  the  foregoing  prayer  O God, 
who  hast  consecrated  etc.,  as  far  as  O God,  by  whom 
woman  etc.,  is  not  said  in  the  case  of  a second  marriage , as 
has  been  laid  down  above . For  a man  or  a woman  entering 
on  a second  marriage  ought  not  to  be  blessed  again  by  the  priest; 
because  as  they  have  been  blessed  once , their  blessing  ought  not 
to  be  repeated;  and  because  flesh  which  has  been  blessed 
attracts  to  itself  flesh  which  has  not  been  blessed.  It  is  for- 
bidden in  the  section  entitled  “ Of  second  marriages ,"  decret. 
xxv.  q.v.  i.  The  blessing  is  not  given  at  a second  marriage 
for  this  reason , as  blessed  Ambrose  thus  bears  witness : “ First 
marriages  were  instituted  by  the  Lord;  but  second  marriages 
were  permitted.  First  marriages  are  celebrated  with  full 
benediction;  but  second  marriages  are  without  any  benediction." 1 

But  since  there  are  many  benedictions  in  the  marriage 
service , that  is  to  say , at  the  entry  of  the  quire , under  the  pall, 
at  the  conclusion  of  mass,  and  over  the  bed  at  a late  hour, 
query,  which  benediction  is  to  be  repeated  at  a second  marriage, 
and  which  not  ? It  must  be  stated  that  in  this  prayer,  O God, 
who  by  thy  mighty  power  etc.,  there  are  three  benedictions 
which  have  the  same  commencement,  that  is  to  say,  O God, 
etc.,  but  the  middle  one  is  to  be  entirely  omitted  at  second 
marriages,  namely,  this  one,  O God,  who  hast  consecrated 
the  state  of  matrimony  to  such  an  excellent  mystery,  that 
in  it  is  signified  the  sacramental  and  nuptial  union  betwixt 
Christ  and  his  Church,  as  above,  because  in  this  benediction 
reference  is  made  to  the  unity  of  Christ  and  his  Church, 
which  is  symbolized  in  a first  marriage,  but  not  in  a second. 
Whence  also  the  Apostle  writing  to  the  Corinthians  says.  Two 
shall  be  one  flesh,2  and  see  Extra  de  bigamis  cap.  “ Debitum 
unius  uxoris.”3  • But  he  who  is  connected  with  several  wives

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dissolves  the  unity,  or  the  bond  of  unity ; and  therefore  the 
benediction  which  treats  of  unity , that  is  to  say , O God,  who 
hast  consecrated  etc.,  is  not  said  in  the  case  of  second 
marriages.  And  this  is  equally  true  in  the  case  both  of  a man 
and  of  a woman  marrying  a second  time , because  in  both  cases 
flesh  which  has  been  blessed  is  attracting  to  itself  flesh  which 
has  not  been  blessed.  But  all  other  benedictions  may  be  used 
indifferently , according  to  the  Roman  church , according  to 
Hostiensis , and  according  to  Thomas  Aquinas ,l 2  and  Morardus , 
the  doctor.1  And  be  it  known  that  this  question  was  discussed 
and  determined  in  the  sacred  palace  of  our  lord  the  Pope , and 
that  the  determination  was  conveyed  to  England  by  master 
John  Haystede , in  the  year  of  our  Lord  thirteen  hundred  and 
twenty-one.  fVhat  caused  the  subject  to  be  discussed  was  the 
fad  that  many  priests  at  that  time  flocked  together  to  the 
apostolic  see , for  the  sake  of  obtaining  the  benefit  of  absolution 
for  indiscreetly  bestowing  benedictions  on  second  marriages. 
Therefore , a new  constitution  was  drawn  up  on  this  point  by 
Pope  John  XXII.,  which  begins  thus  : 

Wishing  to  put  an  end  to  an  ancient  controversy,  we 
declare  by  the  present  decree,  that  although  a man  or  a 
woman  contracting  a second  marriage  ought  not  to  be 
blessed,  because  they  have  been  blessed  on  another 
occasion ; yet  if,  perchance,  either  or  both  of  the 
persons  about  to  contract  a second  marriage  were  not 
blessed  beforehand,  then  the  blessing  is  to  be  given  to 
them  on  their  second  marriage.  Wishing  now  to 
moderate  ancient  rigour,  we  grant  that  a presbyter  who 
has  knowingly  pronounced  a blessing  upon  a second 
marriage,  shall  not  by  any  means  be  bound  in  conse- 
quence to  approach  the  apostolic  see,  but  that  he  can 
be  absolved  by  his  own  diocesan  from  the  penalty  of

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suspension,  which  had  in  this  case  been  rightly  inflicted 
upon  him.  If  some,  however,  following  the  opinion  of 
certain  people,  and  not  thinking  themselves  hitherto  to 
have  been  suspended,  have  received  any  orders,  or  any 
benefices,  their  diocesans  shall  have  the  lawful  power  to 
absolve  them  from  the  penalty  of  the  aforesaid  suspen- 
sion, and  to  give  them  a dispensation  in  the  matter  of 
the  execution  of  the  function  of  orders,  and  of  their 
retention  of  benefices  of  this  kind. 

Here  the  enquiry  may  be  made  why  second  marriages  are 
not  blessed.  To  this  I reply  that  a second  marriage , though 
considered  in  itself  it  have  [ the  nature  of~\  a sacrament,  yet 
considered  in  order , as  compared  with  the  first  sacrament , it 
has  somewhat  of  a sacramental  defect , because  it  has  not  a full 
signification , since  it  is  not  a union  of  one  and  one , as  in  the 
case  of  the  marriage  of  Christ  and  his  Church;  and  it  is 
because  of  this  defect  that  the  blessing  is  withheld  from  second 
marriages.  But  this  must  be  understood  of  cases  where  the 
marriage  is  a second  marriage , both  on  the  part  of  the  man , 
and  on  the  part  of  the  woman , or  on  the  part  of  the  woman 
only.  For  if  a spinster  makes  a marriage  contract  with  a man 
who  has  had  another  wife , the  marriage  is  blessed  nevertheless. 
The  signification  is  also  preserved  in  another  way,  even  in  its 
order  with  regard  to  a first  marriage ; because  Christ,  although 
he  has  one  Church , nevertheless  has  many  persons  married  to 
him  in  that  one  Church.  But  the  soul  cannot  be  the  bride  of 
any  other  person  than  Christ,  because  that  would  be  a case  of 
committing  fornication  with  a devil,  and  not  a spiritual 
marriage.  Therefore,  when  a woman  marries  a second  time , 
the  marriage  is  not  blessed,  on  account  of  a sacramental  defect. 

After  this  the  priest  shall  turn  to  the  altar,  and  say.  The 
peace  of  the  Lord  etc.  and  O Lamb  of  God  etc.  in  the 
usual  way.  Then,  after  the  pall  has  been  removed , the 
bridegroom  and  bride  shall  rise  from  prayer,  and  the  bride- 
groom shall  receive  the  pax  from  the  priest,  and  convey  it  to 
the  bride,  kissing  her;  neither  the  bridegroom  nor  the  bride  are 
to  kiss  any  one  else;  but  a clerk  shall  forthwith  receive  the  pax 
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from  the  presbyter , and  offer  it  to  others  in  the  accustomed 
manner.

In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  receive  this  scrip, 
the  habit  of  thy  pilgrimage ; that  after  being  well  chastened 
thou  mayest  be  found  worthy  both  to  reach  in  safety  the 
thresholds  of  the  saints,  whither  thou  desirest  to  go ; and 
that  when  thy  journey  is  finished  thou  mayest  return  to 
us  in  safety.  Through  etc. 

Let  it  thus  be  done  to  each  person , if  there  be  more  than  one. 

Then  shall  the  priest  deliver  the  staff  to  each  one , saying: 

Receive  this  staff  for  the  support  of  thy  journey,  and 
for  the  labour  of  thy  pilgrimage;  that  thou  mayest  be 
able  to  overcome  all  the  hosts  of  the  enemy,  and  to  arrive 
in  safety  at  the  thresholds  of  the  saints,  whither  thou 
desirest  to  go;  and  that  when  thy  journey  hath  been 
obediently  accomplished,  thou  mayest  again  return  to  us 
with  joy.  Through  etc. 

And  thus  let  him  say  to  others , if  there  be  more  than  one.

Let  us  pray. 

O God  of  unconquered  power,  and  boundless  pity,  the

Also  mass  in  chapter  for  the  dead  is  not 
said  on  any  weekday  in  Easter-tide,  unless  the  body  be  present, 
or  it  be  an  anniversary  or  trental.

And  all  who  hear  the 
following  mass  ought  to  carry  a single  burning  candle  in  their 
hand  through  the  five  days  following. , and  to  hold  it  in  their 
hand  throughout  the  whole  of  the  mass , themselves  kneelings 
and  sudden  death  shall  not  be  able  to  hurt  them.  This  is 
certain , and  has  been  proved  at  Avignon  and  in  the  surround- 
ing neighbouring  parts.

connection , then  the  memory  of  the  saint's  day  is  not  made  at 
the  Mass  of  the  day.  On  Saturday  it  is  usual  for  the  whole 
service  to  be  of  St.  Mary,  unless  a feast  of  nine  lessons,  or  a 
feast  of  three  lessons  with  proper  Responsories , or  Lauds,  or  a 
vigil,  or  an  Ember  day,  or  an  octave  with  ruling  of  the  quire 
block  the  way.  In  that  case  the  Mass  of  St.  Mary  shall  be 
held  on  some  other  day  in  the  week.  But  on  Sundays  the 
Sunday  Mass  is  to  be  sung,  unless  a feast  or  an  octave  with 
ruling  of  the  quire  block  the  way;  yet , even  then,  if  a new 
history  is  due  to  be  begun,  the  feast , if  it  be  a simple  feast,  shall 
be  deferred , and  the  Sunday  Mass  is  to  be  said;  except  in  the 
case  of  the  feast  of  the  translation  of  St.  Edmund,  bishop,  or  of 
St.  Barnabas , apostle,  or  of  St.  Peter's  chains , or  of  thi\ 
decollation  of  St.  John  Baptist,  or  some  other  such  feast  of  nine  . 
lessons  as  is  not  followed  by  another  feast  of  nine  lessons  on  the 
next  day,  and  if  the  history  is  not  one  that  will  last  for  more 
than  one  week,  and  if  there  be  not  a sufficient  number  of  ferial 
days  vacant  in  the  week  itself  in  which  the  history  can  be  sung

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through , then  the  feast  should  be  deferred , and  the  Sunday 
mass  should  be  said. 

But  on  vigils  and  Ember  days  the  mass  of  the  fast  is  always 
to  be  said , with  the  modifications  which  are  laid  down  above 
in  the  case  of  the  vigil  of  St.  Andrew.1  But  if  a feast  of  nine 
lessons  shall  happen  to  fall  then , the  mass  of  the  feast  shall  be 
said  after  terce , and  the  mass  of  the  fast  after  sext,  both  at  the 
high  altar.  The  deacon  and  the  subdeacon  are  to  be  vested  in 
albs  and  amices , without  tunics  or  chasubles,  for  the  mass  of  the 
fast , and  the  clerks  in  the  quire  are  to  wear  black  copes. 
Prostration  is  to  be  made  after  the  Sanctus  in  the  accustomed 
manner , and  ferial  prayers  are  said  even  although  a double 
feast  occur  on  the  same  day.  Certain  feasts  of  three  lessons  are , 
however , excepted , namely , the  feasts  of  SS.  John  and  Pauly 
of  Hippolitus  and  his  companions,  of  St.  Brice , bishop , and  of 
the  eleven  thousand  virgins , according  to  the  directions  of  an 
ancient  Ordinal.  If  these  festivals  fall  on  a Saturday , the  mass 
proper  to  them  is  said , and  the  mass  in  commemoration  of  blessed 
Mary  is  to  be  celebrated  on  some  other  day  of  the  week.  If, 
however , any  of  these  festivals , that  is  to  say , of  SS.  John  and 
Pauly  of  HippolituSy  and  of  St.  Brice,  fall  on  a Sunday , high 
mass  of  those  festivals  is  said , and  the  Sunday  mass  is  said  in 
chapter , unless,  perchance,  as  has  been  said  above , a new  history 
is  due  to  be  begun  on  that  Sunday : in  that  case  mass  of  the 
Sunday  shall  be  said , and  feasts  of  this  class  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  morrow.
